' have a perfect seed bed. I then 



inches deep. 1 bat e an onion drop- 
per, a patent of my own: it takes 
three rows at a time and two men 
can drop or plant one hundred bar- 
rels a day. I take the same plow 
and split the middles, that gives me 
two furrows on each row. 1 leave 
the ground ridged up and never leave 
the land level. As early as the 
ground will permit in the spring 1 
take a five-tooth cultivator and run 
twice in a row: I do this about twice 
during the season. Then T take a 
potato plow and lay them by, ridged 
up well. 

About July 4th my crop is ready to 
harvest, and in ordinary ground 1 
will get from thirty to thirty-fire 
pounds to the barrel. The seed 
heads arc picked by hand and dried 
and threashed by flail or machine. I 
use crates to cure them in or a tight 
floor, stirring them every day. In 
about fifteen days I am ready to 
clean them for market. I have also 
a machine of my own make I use for 
cleaning, capacity two thousand 
pounds per day. I can clean the 
seed in a short time, at a cost of only 
two cents a pound. The price I 
obtain for the seed v aries with the 
market, from 60 cents to $1.00 per 
pound wholesale— EI.

VITAL STATISTICS. 



New Law Now in Effect-Deaths and Birth: 
Mast be Promptly Reported. 



The new vital statistics law I 
came effective January 1st and 
now in operation. Considerable a 
fusion has arisen because of a la 
of knowledge on the subject, and 
difference in some instances, but 
the registrars, physicians and und< 
takers become more familiar wi 
their duties the workings of the n< 
law will become easier. 

Physicians are now required to i 
port all births and deaths coming u 
der their notice and attention to t 
local registrar of the district 
which they occurred. 

Undertakers are required to rei c 
all deaths to the registrar of the d 
trict in which they occur, and ca 
not remove or bury the bodits un 
they have received a death certi 
cate and permit of removal ai 
burial from the registrar. Neith 
can an undertaker bury a body u 
til the death certificate has be< 
properly signed by the physician mi 
attended the deceased in his or h 
last illness. 

Because of it containing a city i 
the first class, Jefferson county 
separated into two divisions. Ol 
embraces the city and the othi 
the county outside the city. Dr. V 
E. Gray of the Louisville Heall 
Office, has been appointed tl 
registrar for the city, while Counl 
Health Officer Smock will have juri 
diction of the twenty-three reyi 
trars in the county outside the cit; 

Kentucky is the second State i 
the Tnion to adopt such stringer 
statistic laws, the law being drafte 
after that of Michigan.

In speaking of the improvement of 
records the new system will establish. 
County Health Officer Smock said 
"Enforcement of the vital statistic! 
law will assure an almost perfect 
record of births and deaths. Last 
year about 350 deaths were reported 
to the County Health Officer, but at 
least 10 per cent, of deaths were n< 
sent in. The birth reports number! 
but 170, when it should have been i 
the neighborhood of 400. Of th 
births reported not a single one w: 
a negro, so you can imagine how ii 
complete the old records are." 

All births and deaths occurring 
within the limits of the city will b, 
reported to City Registrar W. E 
Gary, at the City Health Office. Dr 
Gary will have a detective and ; 
stenographer to assist him. 

Those occurring in the county out 
side the city will be reported to th« 
registrars of the various districts. 
The districts were made up in ac 
cordance with the population of th< 
voting precincts.

•las'V'reUntv'd aV'-nnpltte ik-a'th rev- 
tificate and complied with the law 
and rules and regulations of the State 
IJoard of Health. Such permits shall 
•roustitute authority for burial or r» 

"The rub-registrar shall sign hi 
lame with the prefix per under th 
-;ame of the local registrar for whoi 
he is acting, and shall forward a 
once the death certificate to thatl< 
cal registrar, who will be paid the 
fee as provided bv law. 

"The sub registrar may charge the 
sum of twenty-live cents for his ser- 
vices, to be paid by the undt - taker
